Annie  Gilbert  Merideth,  the  fifth  child  of  Beryl  and  Sarah  Gilbert,  was  educated 
in  La  Grange,  Georgia  where  she  later  taught  school.  She  met  and  married  James 
Thomas  Merideth  and  they  were  blessed  with  six  children.

They  are  all  staunch  and  active  members  in  the 
Seventh-day  Adventist  Church.  Her  children,  along  with  their  families,  have 
faithfully  rendered  nearly  200  years  of  dedicated  services  to  the  "world  church" 
in  the  following  areas:  secretaries,  nurses,  musicians,  teachers,  business  ad- 
ministrators, ministers,  counsellors,  social  directors,  seamstresses,  financiers.
